The rigorous teo ■onths' training course is de¬ 
signed to equal the Amy and Kavy Flying Corps' prl^ 
maxy instruction period# It inbludes a regular dal^- 
ly schedule of flli^t training^ shop eork, and 
classes in aerodynsnios^ engines^ instxnaonts^ radio, 
■eteerology, and celestial and radio navigation# 
The latter part of the course will be devoted to in¬ 
struction in advances aerobatics (coatet ■aneuvers), 
night and erosmeointry flying, and Instruswxt navi¬ 
gation# 

Frits Sobron, airport owner and a crack jpilot 
hinself, is giving the Instructions, with tha.am 
sistanoe of Edward Norwood# The Qnverfsnt pays all 
expenses, and in return each pilot has agreed to 
sake aviation his life work# The nan, however, upon

Plans for the selection of an architect were dim 
o\«&ed and, according to Colin 0. Skizner, ohairv a 
of the Architectural Connittee, the final selection 
win probably be made by the middle of September# 
The choice made by the board of directors is to be 
submitted to the members of the cooperative for a 
ratification. At least nine architects are to be 
invited to submit their qualifications together with 
plans of hemes they have designed, and to appear bm 
foz4 the board ibr m interview# 

Although arrargenenta for architectural services 
are still in the tentative stages, it is definitely 
plmned that home buildez:s will have several persoo- 
al conferences with the architect# This will pro¬ 
vide mnple opportunity for individualised homes dm 
signed to meet the needs and preferences of the dif¬ 
ferent moibers# the architect's fee will include 
poreparation of working drawings for each home, con¬ 
ferences with Federal Housing Administration, and 
Farm Security Board, as well as supervision over the 
actual oonatruetlon. Costs are tentative but Ibr# 
Skinner states that architectural advice will be ol>- 
tained for substantially less than six per cent 
of construction cost which is customarily charged# 

ftadter. R. Volckhauseif and Edward Walther have 
been designated to study the lease proposed by Farm 
Security ttod by the time this item appears, it is 
eiq;>ected that final negotiations for a lease will be 
under wiy# 

Since it is probable that lots will be obtained 
only for members, those who wish to become members 
and build within a year, are urged to see one of the 
directors of the cooperative so that they may be am 
sured of obtaining a lot for the home they plan to 
build# 


The Qreenbelt Consumers Services Board' meeting 
last Thursday evening ms highlighted by a report on 
the Southern States Cooperative nmde by Thomas B. 
Ricker, manager of the Qreenbelt service station, 
which buys many of its supplies from this concern# A 
Uuriving cooperative stared in 1920 by 110 farmers 
living near Richmond, Virginia, it now has 96,000 
limbers and last year did a business of over 14 mil- 
lion dollars# Originating as a means of producing 
better seed at lower prices, the co-op also deals in 
gas, oil and many different types of automobile ac¬ 
cessories# Last year our service station realised a 
cash i dividend of $433 on its investment in this 
cooperative# 

It was .proposed that the Education Cemmittee- prm 
pare for each new Qreenbelt resident a brochure em 
plaining the advantages of membership in the Co-op, 
the Health Association and the Credit. Union# A sug¬ 
gestion was also made that a basket of sample Co-op 
foods be presented with the informative pamphlet#

flsels like . a pin prick", says Dick nonohalmitly# 
"Then about 30 minutes later you get sf^ at your 
stomach# Pve bean bitten ten times, and I'm still 
alive#" 

Don and DLdc are the proud proprietors of a men¬ 
agerie which at present contains ten snakes and five 
turtles# Ths^formef, cau^t barehanded by the boys, 
include four ^rter snakes of assorted sixes, three 
black snakes ranging from two to four feet, two hog 
nose miakss, and a six indi'brom king snake# The 
turtles were oontxlbutedly nei^borhood boys# Snakes 
and turtles live very happily .to gather in a 

box eLgbi by four by two feet in dimension# A 

an did tree brantdi i^oed diagonally in the box acts 
as an exsreislng bar# 

The black, hog noee, and garter anakes curl up to¬ 
gether in a common hollow, the boys report# Only the 
king nake is axclusivs, and is seldom seen except 
when the pen is cleaned and it is discovered in its 
private burrow# Furthermore, it has never been eeen 
to eat anything, end the boys wonder how it stays Sr- 
live# 

Every two weeks the rest of the snakes swallow 
whole and kicking an average of three freshly caught 
frogs apisos, which take them about a week to digest.

ILLEGAL FOODS SEIZED 
UNDER FOOD-DRUG ACT 


The Fboti and Drag Administration reports an in¬ 
creased number of seizures during August of foods, 
drags, and medicinal products violating the Food, 
Drug, and Cosmetic Act. 

Fbods seized because of decom; »osition included 
cream, frozen eggs, frozen fish fillets, butter, 
crab neat, mushrooms, canned tomato puree, and tema- 
to catsup. 

Inset 

Insect InfesUtlon, filth, and other forms of 
contamination accounted for the seizure of large 
quantities of flour, coffee substitute, dried apples, 
canned crushed pineapple, huckleberries and blue- 
berries, candy, com meal, peanut butter, and canned 
grapeflujit juice. Because of excess lead spray res¬ 
idue 109 bushels of apples were also confiscateil. 

Short weight, deceptive labeling, and packaging, 
and the presence of dangerous drugs were factors in¬ 
fluencing other seizures oT foods, drugs anti cosmet¬ 
ics. Included in the list of actions was the seizure 
of 9 cartons of lash and brow coloring which con¬ 
tained toli^lenediamlne, a poisonous, unpermitted 
.coal-tar color. 

The current summary reports the termination of 4 
criminal actions which resulted in fines by the 
courts, ^ese actions involved violations of the 
old R>od and Drugs Act and the new pvx)d. Drug, and 
Cosmetic Act and were reported texmilnated against 
the following defendants: Joe Grillo, San Pedro, 
Calif., olive oil adulterated with cottonseed oil, 
fine 5^400, payment of the fine was suspended and de¬ 
fendant placed on probation for 3 years; The Beck¬ 
man and Oast Canning CoLipaiTy, St. Henry, Ohio, de- 
compoaed tomato puree, fine $100; The Fairmont 
Creamery Company, Cmaha, Nebr., partially decomposed 
and diseased dressed poultry, fine $75 and costs: 
.^rican Medical Specialties Company, Inc., New York, 
N. Y#, adulterated and misbranded drugs in Am pul a 
fine $1200. '

HEALTH AND TEETH^ Fart 2 


Americans cannot escape being tooth conscious if 
they read populanr magazines or Usten to the radio 
ft*equently# Both types of advertising stress one 
reason for the cars of teeth, appealing mainly to 
the vanity of individuals. The lyrical intensity of 
such appeals exaggerates a very inqx>rtant reason for 
the cRucB of tdeth. The face that reveads oleanjiiell 
formed teeth as it curves into a smila is proof ^ 
nough of the desirability of healthy teeth. These 
may be concealed by cosnetios, lustreless hair nay 
be tacked under a hat, unkempt; nails may be covered 
with smart gloves, but teeth can never be hidden as 
long as speech is a humam talent. Jobs and populax^ 
ity may hinge upon the inpreesions made by dantal 
hygiene. A prospective employer may turn down a ca¬ 
pable person because he deems unpleasant brekth an 
indication of carelessness and slovenliness. New 
acquaintances may never overcome the distaste of the 
first impression idiich was marred by dlacolored and 
defonned teeth. 

The advertisers stand on the solid ground of 
truth before they soao* Into the realms of aloqusnoe 
about "gUstening teeth". "Pink toothbrush" is not 
a fi^Bsnt of the advertiser's imagination, but indi¬ 
cates a condition which will interfere with the pro¬ 
per functioning of the teettu 

Teeth were designed to begin the process of food 
digestion in the mouth. Solid foods must be chewed 
well and ndjosd with saliva before swallowing. Some 
fdods will not be properly digested unless they have 
been broken down by tooth action. The stonneh will 
have extra work to do if the teeth have not func¬ 
tioned perfectly. Since the h>Jiian body is an inte¬ 
grated nachine which depends upon the harmonious in¬ 
ner play of all or^uis, the failure of one part to 
work properly meeuis a strain on the rest of the 
parts. Teeth also are a vital part of the apeech 
mechanism and deformed teeth interfere with distinct 
enunciation.

Those Greenbelt citizens who claimed so vehemently 
that we should not write our Congreasnien about how we 
want them to vote should read an article in the cuxw 
rent Reader's Digest by Bruce Barton, entitled "How 
to Write to your Congresanan". 

I heartily commend the article to everyone's at¬ 
tention. I hope you will all read but fbr those 
who don't, I shall here pass on a few of his points 
and advice* 

First, the pointss 

The Congressmen who ke^ their seats are not those 
who make the best speeches, but those who are ooiw 
scientiouB in their committee work and who do net 
neglect their mail* One who has been in pongreaa 
over 20 years credited hie success to the fact that 
he read every letter trem his constituents and an¬ 
swered them all within 24 hours, if possible* 

Congressmen rely heavily on their mail for support 
and guidance* Our letters have kept them in session 
this summer, in spite of the election* In the 12 is¬ 
sues that have brought heavy mail, they have heeded 
our.advice nine times* 

Now, the advices 

Write short letters| write enough to show you 
know what you are talking about, and to indicate ths 
reasons for your opinions* 

2* Do not bother to sign and mail already pre¬ 
pared (mimeographed or printed) statements* 

3* Do not bother to sign petitions | if you are 
really in favor of the subject of the petition, tell 
your congresanan directly* Petitions have been pre^ 
ty thoroughly discredited, because it is so easy to 
get people to sign them* 

4* Telegrams and special delivery letters are not 
preferable to ordinary letterS| telegrams are even 
less desirable, since they lack signatures* 

5* Write about specific bills and actions and 
sign your naas and give your congressional district* 
6* Be sure to address your letter to your own 
congressman; the one in Oongress-wiot the ha»-been* 
Now I take leave of Mr* Barton and add a comment 
of ny own* There is no question that it is we, the 
voters, who are potentially the strongest lobby, be¬ 
cause it is we who determine the future of the Coi>- 
gresamen* There is also no question that if we do 
not assert ourselves, the so-called 'pressure boys", 
with their lu^ esqpense accounts and their ingratiib- 
ing personalities, will have a clear field* All 
sorts of vested interests spend Tntold susis trying to 
convince Congress that We want what they want* It is 
up to us to ssy what we really went* 

Of course, that meana we mttst know what we want* 
And tha.t meana we anat use our eyes for more than 
reading the cartoons, md our heads for more than ee- 
timating the chances of ths Isnkees* Dictators rule 
men who are blind, unassertive ' followers* Dsmocrih- 
cies require men who are well Infbrmed and self- 
assertive*
